MATTERS IN ARKANSAS AND 
WEST TENNPSSEE, 


Latest from Gen. i. 
liant affair of Gel, Hatch 


[Specia! Diepatch to the Chicago Tribune.) 
Meernts, July 16, via Carmo, 17, 1864. 

We have a report that Helena has been cap- 
tured by the Confederates, but it appears to 
be premature. It 1, nevertheless, probable 
that Price with a large foree is menacing that 
polat, and a battle for its occupation may be 
fought at any moment. Gen. | rentiss, man- 
time, is in preparation. 

The guerilla chief Richardson, who has 
been to long the terror of West Tennessee, 
and who was driven out some months ago, 
has returned with a Brigadier General’s com- 
mission, and is doing a large business at con- 
scripting, horse thieving, and villainous out- 
tages generally. He has some 200 men, and 
is daily fureing those who have taken the oath 
as Union men into his ranks on pain of 80. 
queetration. 

Some thirty farmers have already escaped 
end resched this city, and it is understood 
that others are onthe way. Among those 
upon whem be served notices of conscription 
was H. L. Priddy of the Argus, formerly pub- 
lished in Memphis. 

Gen. Hurlbut will doubtless soon perfect 
bis arrangements to clean out this whole 
party. 

Mempais, July 15.— Gen. Huilbut's scouts 
report great excitement and consternation 
through central Misslesippi, caused by Gen. 
Sherman’s movements, 

Cattle, horses, mules and negroes were be- 
ing run across the Tombigbee river at every 
ferry. Large quantities of the latter chattels 
were endeavoring to make their way into our 
Col. Hatch, of the 2d lows cavalry, who is 
in command of a force in pursuit of the repel 
bands north of the M. & C. Railroad, encoun- 
tered Forrest, Biffles and Newsome, with two 
thousand mounted men. The fight com- 
menced at Forked Deer Creek, near Jackson, 
Tenn. 

Hatch gained possession of the bridge, after 
a severe ight, and charging on the rebels, 
drove them through Jackson, taking posses- 
sion of that place. The rebels retreated on 
the Trenton road,and Hatch is following 
them up. 

Hatch lost thirteen killed and wounded. 
The rebel loss was one hundred killed and 
wounded, and fifty or one hundred prisoners. 
The prisoners, with about 125 good horses 
and mules, have been brought in. 


Tis Movements---The Present 
Aspects.

This morning Morgen reached Jackson,

The rolling stock 
had previously been brought,to this city; bat 
the Po:tsr.outh and Newark Railroad was 
cut to some extent. Jackson was then com: 
pletely sacked, and all the horses carried off 
by the rebels. 
They next made for Harnden, seventeen 
miles due north. Their flankers were at Har- 
rironville, fifteen miles nort east of this city 
to, day and were moving eastward. From all 
accounts it appears that Morgan has scattered 
hie forces, 80 a8 to deceive us as to his move 
ments; but it is believed that Gallipolis is his 
military 


object. 
Judah's foree left here last night, bat in- 
stead of pushing to Oak Hil! to d Morgan 
off, he went ute camp seven miles out, where 
he stayed until this morning. There are no 
advices trom Hobson. | 
A canal propeller with arms succeeded in 
dodging the rebels at Jasper, and arrived 
here to-day. There are nearly 3,000 men in 
camp here, bat there are not arms for more 
than a third. 
The men want arms and desire to bash- 
whack Morgan in the southeastern part of 
the State, for which he is making, as that is 
the best means to defeat or capture him. 
Gunboats and transports loaded with troops 
have gone up the river, and troops continue 
to arrive. 
The following has been received from Co- 
lumbus: 
Our information as to the details of Mor- 
gan’s movements, are not as complete to-day 


says that the force which Col. Runkle took 
from that place yesterdey was only 2,000 
militia, which wee all he could arm. The 
of a number of our scouts on the 
outskirts of Chillicothe caused much alarm 
among the citizens, who supposed they were 
the rebels advancing om the place. They 
buried their treasures and burned the bridge 
across Point Creek, notwithstanding that the 
ereek is fordable at all times, 

Advices from Col. Kimble this morning 
state that his forces were et Berlin, a few 
miles northeast of Jackson, That Morgan 
was at Jackson, with Hobson some miles in 
bis rear, Kimble was wishing for Hobson to 
attack Morgan, when he would commence the 
attack in front. 

This afternooh Col. K. sent s dispatch to 
Gov. Tod that he hada skirmish with 2,000 of 
the enemy and had succeeded lu delaying him 
three hours. He had but 1,500 raw militia, 
who, however, fought well. 

Morgan lost four men, while we lost none. 
If Col. Gilmore had sneceeded In reinforcing 
our men with militia from Chillicothe, Run- 
kle would have pressed the raiders hard. As 
it was, however, he had his forces concealed, 
and intended to surprise the bandit; but 
some acoundrel betrayed his position, and 

succeeded in outflanking ovr men, 
but did not deem it prudent to press his ad- 
vantage, on account of the nearness of Hob- 
son, or else he might have suffered very se- 
verely. 

He continued His course to the Ohio River, 
but it is not known exactly where he intends 
to strike it. We have forces at Pomeroy and 
further up the river, in the 
Parkersburg. Gov. 
and rafts, and anything else, over to the Vir- 
ginia side.
